Look Magazine devotes 10 pages 
of its June 26 issue to an article 
entitled ‘“‘The Subtle Whip: Segre- 
gation in the North”’ by staff writ- 
er George B. Leonard Jr. 

The article uses the story of a 
young Negro family in an all-Ne- 
gro section of Philadelphia as a 
point of departure. The second 
section of the article is made up 
of photo portraits and thumbnail 
sketches of five Philadelphia Ne- 
groes — a tree surgeon, doctor, 
public official, clerk and student 
— to show that Negroes in the 
North cannot be sure how they 
will be received by white North- 
erners. The third and final sec- 
tion blames segregation in the 
North on real estate operators in 
the big Northern cities. 

HOUSING SITUATION 

The following are excerpts from 
the article: 

“The Negro citizen outside of 
the South looks into the unmasked 
face of Jim Crow when he tries 
to find a place to live. Most sub- 
urbs are closed to him. When he

succeeds in buying a house in 
white urban neighborhood, the 
white residents generally move 
away in a panic. . . In the Negro 
ghetto, he often lives a life that 
is, in fact, more segregated than 
that of the Negro in the South.” 
NORTHERN TYPES 

“There is the Northerner who 
signs petitions against segrega- 
tion and contributes money for the 
bus strikers of Montgomery, Ala., 
enjoying a pleasant titillation of 
self-righteousness. But when a 
Negro family moves into his 
neighborhood, he reacts with bar- 
ren panic, selling his house for a 
loss— and fleeing. 

“Then, there is the Northern 
‘liberal’ who proudly insists that 
some of his best friends are Ne- 
groes.- On special occasions, he en- 
tertains Negroes in his own home, 
all the while patting himself on 
the back. He speaks to Negroes 
in dulcet tones, as if reading lines 
from a script.”’

During the past 23 years, the 
federal government — especially 
the Executive Department — has 
arrogated to itself a multitude of 
powers never intended by the 
authors of the Constitution. 

This has been done by arrogant

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 
UNESCO is seeking to enlist teach- 
ers in a worldwide ‘anti-racist 
campaign,’”’ promising manuals to 
help them root out racial pre- 
judice in children. 

UNESCO—The U. N. Education- 
al, Scientific and Cultural Organ- 
zation—discussed the program in 
its annual report to the U. N. 
Economic and Social Council, 
which will meet in Geneva, July 
3-Aug. 4. 

Infiltrate Schools 

The 75-nation agency, indepen- 
dent of the U. N. though affiliated 
with it, said the manuals would 
be sent to the 63 existing national 
commissions for UNESCO, “which 
will decide whether they should 
be included in the school curricula 
of their respective countries.”’ 

The U. S. National Commission 
for UNESCO is among these. It 
was established by a 1946 law and 
is supported by the State Depart- 
ment. Its 100 members include 
60 representing organizations, 25 
representing government and 15 
at large. 

The UNESCO report said the 
anti - racist manuals had been 
prepared by specialists and before 
being sent out would be submitted 
to educators’ groups in various 
regions ‘‘with a view to their re- 
vision and adaptation to local con- 
ditions.” 


(Editor's Note: The American 
Legion, Congressmen, Senators 
and many patriotic leaders have 
branded UNESCO as a Communist- 
dominated group. The foregoing 
dispatch tends to verify that 
charge since racial mongrelization 
is basic tenet of Red philosophy.)

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There's Just One Answer 


These few words are directed primarily to our good 
Yankee friends. 

The combined mail of the Greenwood and Jackson of- 
fices has for many months ranged between 350 and 600 
letters per week. As organization has increased throughout 
the South with the resultant channelling of energies into 
constructive work, the ratio of correspondence originating 
in northern and western states has mounted. 

We feel that we are in a unique position to draw some 
reasonable conclusions from the tenor and volume and geo- 
graphic distribution of this mail. One fact towers over 
all. It is that there exists and is growing a seething resent- 
ment in those areas favored by the negro migration from 
the South, and this resentment is in no wise reflected in 
the northern press or in northern politics. 

Many persons may be surprised to know that hundreds 


of letters come to us from all over the country with this- 


thought uppermost, “It is up to you Rebels to save us. For 
heaven’s sake keep up the good fight or this country is 
doomed.” 

Some writers criticize us for directing our newspaper 
toward what they consider to be primarly a southern view- 
point. Many others urge us to take off on this or that tan- 
gent. 

If to some of our Yankee friends we appear to sound 
like unreconstructed Rebels, they should not be surprised, 
because we are. 

Where tyranny is concerned, whether it be disguised as 
false religious prophets, as executive orders of the President 
of the United States, or clothed in judicial robes, we are 
and always will be unreconstructed Rebels.

There is just one answer to all of the ills which beset

Brainwashing In Florida 


There has been a most interesting and revealing poll 
carried out by the Board of Control for Sta‘e institutions 
of higher learning in Florida, as reported by wire services 
and news magazines. 

As indicated by the poll, there is much more to mixing 
than just sitting together in class rooms. Questions to 
white students included rooming with negroes, eating with 
negroes, attending dances with negroes, and swimming with 
negroes. Questions to negro students were similar regard- 
ing white students. 

According to the report, negroes, almost unanimously, 
favored that the races be mixed. 

At the all-white University of Florida about 2/3 of the 
students, 1/3 of the parents, and 4 out of 5 faculty members 
favored immediate integration of negroes or integration 
after a period of preparation. 

Four out of five faculty members favored integration. 

Here we see brought clearly to light one of the most 
active sources of mixie-cratism. Should anyone be sur- 
prised that students lean twice as heavily as their parents 
toward integration under such influences?

Trouble In Indiana 


The appearance of Negroes re- 
cently at a municipal swimming 
pool in Muncie, Ind., precipitated 
a two-hour disturbance. 


According to The Associated 
Press, gates to the pool were lock- 
ed because of the disturbance, and 
authorities said they had no idea 
when they would be opened. 


City Parks Superintendent Har- 
old Collins said a “large group” 
of white youths jeered at four 
Negroes who attempted to use the 
pool. Negroes never before had 
used the pool, said Collins. 


Terror In Jersey 


NEWARK, N. J.—There is in- 
creasing tension between whites 
and negroes in Newark. A con- 
tributing circumstance is the fact 
that lawless negro students are 
permittéd to terrorize white chil- 
dren in predominantly negro 
schools. 


They demand protection money 
from boys, sexually molest white 
girls in school hallways, and beat 
up teachers who object to this 
extra-curricular activity. The 
principals of these schools are 
blame-worthy but the root of the 
evil lies in the activities and prop- 
aganda of the Communist-ridden 
NAACP and related groups notor- 
ious for their Communist assoica- 
tions. A continuing Communist 
aim is the promotion of conflict 
between races. 


One high police authority said 
recently that the effect of all the 
yapping about human relations 
and prejudice is that cops are now 
afraid to use the force necessary 
to make an arrest when the criimi- 
nal happens to be a negro. This 
could mean an eventual break- 
down in law enforcement. 


Riot At Stadium 


There was a race riot at Newark 
Schools Stadium during a recent 
track meet at which negro specta- 
tors outnumbered whites about 
ten to one. Some observers think 
the fighting which broke out in 
various parts of the stadium was 
not spontaneous but planned. 


One twelve-year old girl who 
fled the stadium in terror said 
many negroes had knives. Some 
were lifting the dresses of white 
girls, she said. 


A white youth was beaten 
severely by ten negroes when he 
objected to their request for 
money from a frightenend white 
boy. A 17-year old Barringer high 
School girl who also refused to 
hand over money was stripped to 
her bra and beaten by six negro 
girls. She might have been ser- 
jously injured or killed, if she had 
not been rescued promptly by fel- 
low-students. 


The daily press was remiss in 
its duty in reporting the incident 
merely as a riot. It was a race 
riot, and should have been report- 
ed as such. One curious effect of 
left-wing conditioning of editorial 
thinking is the fact that the word 
hegro is capitalized. The white 
man, having no one to plead his 
cause, is dismissed casually in 
lower case. 


Violence In D. C. 


The Washington Evening Star 
has published a report on racial 
incidents in or near District 
schools in the last three years. 
The report involves only juveniles. 
The report on 34 cases was pre- 
pared by Inspector J. E. Winters 








of the District Police. 

Here is the text of the first six 
offenses listed in the report: 
“Eastern High School, assault: A 
white boy, 14, assaulted by two 
colored boys, 15 and 16. No treat- 
ment necessary. 

“Stuart Jr. High, assault: A 
white giri, 16, slapped by un- 
known colored boy. 

“As a result of above, group of 
white girls from above school, 
while in snack bar, were threaten- 
ed by a group of colored boys. No 
incident took place. 

“Stuart Jr. High. Assault: A 
white boy, 18, assaulted by three 
colored boys, 12, 13, and 14, while 
playing in playground. 

“Elliott Jr. High, indecent ex- 
posure: Colored boy, 18 to 20, ex- 
posed self to two white girls, 11 
and 12, while on playground of 
above school.” 


Negroes Veto Mixing 


WETUMKA, Okla.—A group of 
Negro patrons of Douglas separate 
school in Wetumka recently called 
on the president and the clerk of 
the Wetumka board of education 
to protest integration of Douglas 
high school next fall. 

Members of the delegation told 
the school board president and 
clerk that neither the students nor 
patrons of the school were in 
favor of integration with white 
students in the high school. The 
group had previously discussed 
the matter with school superin- 
tendent Jim Ragland. 


-_Mrs. Ardel Elam, one of the 
spokesmen for the group, said the 
Douglass high school students 
were unhappy at the prospects of 
going across town to school with 
white students next year, and that 
the Negro students had not been 
happy in nearby schools that were 
integrated last year. She said 
Douglass patrons were proud of 
their school building and_ the 
school system as it now stands, 
and for which they had worked 
hard to achieve. 


Mrs. Elam stressed the fact that 
the students themselves would not 
be happy in an integrated high 
school as they are under their 
present set-up. She said residents 
of the area in which Douglass is 
located are proud of their separate 
school in a peaceful community. 


A Model Action 


Word is received from the New 
Orleans Citizens’ Council that the 
United Fund in New Orleans an- 
nounces that the Urban League 
of Greater New Orleans will not, 
in any way, receive funds from the 
United Fund Campaign, or from 
the Community Chest, to finance 
its operations during the year 
1957. 


United Fund further announces 
‘:contributors to the United Fund 
are assured that none of the 
money raised will go to the Urban 
League.”’ It is understood that 
similar action is underway in sev- 
eral Southern cities. 


Sue Wrong Folks 


Eight Negro teachers are suing 
the Moberly School District at 
Moberly, Missouri. The suit is 
against the School District and 
Superintendent of Schools, Carl 
Henderson, for $32,000 for loss of 
thier jobs when the Moberly 
schools desegregated. 


Several interested Missourians 
have observed that the Negro 
teachers have no case against the 
Moberly schools, but that “they 





ought to sue the Supreme Court.”

“LIBERALS” USING TACTICS 
OF NAZI “BOOK BURNERS” 
Hitler burned all books not con- 
sistent with Nazi doctrine in Ger- 
many twenty years ago. Today in 
the United States, racist fanatics 
-—abetted by ‘‘liberals’’—are forc- 
ing major radio and television 
networks to adopt Hitler’s very 
own tactics. 

In our land of supposedly free 
speech, free thought and free ex- 
pression, classic and popular songs 
are being “burned.”’ Nazi censors 
suppressed Goethe's writings.

in Street’? and many more which 
make reference to race or color. 


COLORED PERSONS who re- 
sent being colored are laying the 
blame for their condition at the 
wrong doorstep. Their quarrel is 
with God, rather than Stephen 
Foster and other songwriters. 

In their zeal to salve tender 
vanities, they trample on_ the 
rights of others—including mil- 
lions of network listeners and 
viewers who love the songs which 
allegedly offend Negroes. Such a 
high-handed attitude tends to de- 
stroy rather than increase racial 
good will. 


IN FAIRNESS, it is emphasized 
that Southern radio and television 
outlets have had no voice in this 
arbitrary ‘song burning’ decree. 
Actually, many outraged station 
managers below the Mason and 
Dixon Line have protested Negro- 
philes dictating network radio and 
television policies, to little or no 
avail. They are told, more or less 
politely, to like it or lump it by 
minority-conscious powers that be. 

“Song burning,” as now prac- 
ticed by networks, seems dictator- 
ial and un-American, if not act- 
ually un-Constitutional. By what 
authority do these few self- 
appointed censors operate? How 
can they tell Americans that their 
beloved Stephen Foster can no 
longer be heard in original form 
and that many popular songs are 
now taboo?

In- 
formation I have received regard- 
ing mail men, discloses that they 
would sometime scribble the sym- 
bol of death—‘‘Skull and 2 bones” 
on the back of the envelope. 

You understand I am very much 
interested in receiving literature 
from the Citizens’ Councils in 
Greenwood, but, in view of the 
unmistakably threatening letter 
attached, I question the wisdom of 
letting these colored mailmen 
know my new address,—an ad- 
dress which for the present is not 
listed in the telephone book. 

Do you think the literature 
from Greenwood can come to me 
on a plain white envelope, and 
perhaps through a third party, to 
avoid my identity during this 
“hot” period? If the ‘‘Black Sul- 
tans’’ can too easily find where I 
am living, the chances of ‘“‘making 
good”’ their threatened punish- 
ment to me may be facilitated.

White people in increasing num- 
bers are giving support to this 
Cause just as soon as they learn 
of it.- Senator George, it is believ- 
ed, will grant a hearing to this 
Langer bill which would give aid 
to Negroes who desire to settle in 
Liberia. 

In the enclosed you will see 
that I, a white man, have worked 
with Negro Nationalist leaders for 
a long time.

Under our present rule of the 
candidate having a majority win- 
ning the entire electoral vote of 
a state, instead of the electors be- 
ing elected on their merits and 
they electing the preeident as pro- 
vided for originally under our 
constitution, it is easy to see that 
a Harlem negro’s vote counts 
5-5/8 times more than a vote in 
Mississippi. 

Futhermore, the negro popula- 
tions of the northern states are 
perhaps the most “segregated” ra- 
cial group anywhere, in the sense 
that they are densely concen- 
trated in a few all-negro districts 
in metropolitan centers. By con- 
trast, the negro population of the 
southern states are mostly ‘“‘inte- 
grated” in the sense that they are 
widely scattered in rural areas 
and small towns. The significance 
of this difference of distribution 
in social terms cannot. be over- 
stated. 

Now let us not be misled by 
high-sounding terms like “civil 
rights.” The Civil Rights Bills now 
the subject of such hot and heavy 
agitation in Congress are nothing 
less than a detailed blueprint for 
the whole coercive police power of 
the central government to be 
made available to the hatchet 
men of the NAACP for the en- 
forcement of absolute white-negro 
integration. 

It is thus apparent that political

governed, in prizing quality in 
individuals and in supporting Con- 
stitutional principles. 

Resistance to legislation by ju- 
dicial decree, Mr. Graves empha- 
sizes, ‘‘doesn’t mean ‘gradualism’ 
for us but law-abiding, non-vio- 
lence, decency and intelligence in 
‘neverism.’ 

COMPLIMENTS COUNOILS 

Referring to the Citizens’ Coun- 
cil movement, Mr. Graves pays 
high tribute to the quality of the 
membership. He writes, ‘‘Councils 
in Jackson, Mississippi and many 
Louisiana, South Carolina and 
Alabama centers read like Rotary 
Clubs for respectability.” 

He lists these reasons why the 
South resists integration: 

(1) police necessity, (2) cul- 
ture, and (3) biology. And we 
ask that the record show we don't 
mean (not any longer) injustice, 
discrimination, denial of fran- 
chise or other civil rights, legal 
or economic inequality—or hate. 
The hate is in Chicago, Detroit, 
Los Angeles and such. 

As for integrated public schools, 
Mr. Graves declares: 

“We are certain it would mean 
public disorder—at the schools, 





among parents, and throughout 
the community. We are certain, 
too, and cite the District of Co- 
lumbia’s experience, that it would 
mean cultural and scholastic de- 
basement... . 

‘“‘We believe that bloodshed or 
mixed blood or both would come 
if white and colored masses of the 
South were forced together as the 
NAACP proposes to force them 
under the Supreme Court man- 
date. And we believe both are bad. 
Is it contradictory to say there is 
a natural antipathy which would 
make a police problem of putting 
the races massively into the same 
Southern schools, and to say at 
the same time that putting them 
in those schools would mongrel- 
ize the South?” 

In conclusion, Mr. Graves says, 
“The ‘South doesn’t expect the 
rest of the country, with its com- 
paratively small Negro popula- 
tion, to agree...’ He ends on the 
logical premise that Southerners 
can and will work out our own 
salvation by Constitutional means. 
Meanwhile, the title of his Ameri- 
can Mercury unquestionably re- 
flects overwhelming Southern sen- 
timent.

“And even where discrimination

FBI counterspy on communism,

“Communists are taking over 
the world at the rate of 1000 
square miles a day and we people 
of the free world have not won 
back one single inch of that which 
we have lost,’’ declared the man 
who for nine years led a double 
life as a Communist and under- 
cover agent for the FBI. 
Philbrick called on the DAR to 
continue its long-standing fight 


New York “‘Bias’’ 


Except for public transporta- 
tion, segregation is just as strong 
in New York City as any place in 
the South, said Hal Dumas, form- 
er president of Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, in 
Atlanta. 

According to The Atlanta Jour- 
nal, Dumas told the Atlanta Ro- 
tary Club that ‘“‘They make a great 
effort to condemn segregation in 
the South but it (New York) is 
the most painfully racial and re- 
ligious clique-minded town in 
existence.”” Dumas has been living 
in New York since 1951. 

“I have never seen Negroes in 
many of the churches that talk 
down segregation,” he said, “nor 
Negro society pictures in papers 
that support integration.”

who, according to the UN’s own 
standards, libels or injures th 
feelings of any member of a group 
or race may be charged with an 
attempt to exterminate that grou 
and may be tried in a court of th 
UN’s designation.
